Dean  Lloyd  Gives  View 
On  Student  Problems

In  discussing  the  prepayment  of  fees  before  Christmas 
holidays,  Dean  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  dean  of  students,  replied,  ‘‘We 
hope  we  can  make  a major  change  in  that.” 

The  jiroblem  of  students  who  find  difficulty  in  paying 

winter  quarter  tuition  and  fees 

before  they  return  from  Christ- 
mas vacation  was  brought  before 
the  Dean  of  Students’  Sounding 
Board  Thursday  afternoon. 

At  present  the  possibilities  and 
difficulties  of  the  change  are  be- 
ing investigated  and  final  day  for 
payment  will  be  settled  Feb.  12, 
according  to  Dean  Lloyd. 

The  question  was  asked  if 
service  units  could  not  have  a 
better  opportunity  to  solicit 
funds  for  worthwhile  causes 
from  other  sources  outside  their 
unit  membership.  The  only  ex- 
ception to  this  rule  at  present  is 
the  sale  of  movie  discount  cards. 

Gives  Reasons 

In  an.swering.  Dean  Lloyd  said, 
“There  is  *not  a campaign  that 
isn’t  a pressure  campaign.”  The 
rule  was  made  primarily  to  pro- 
tect those  students  who  cannot 
afford  it.  However,  he  noted, 
there  are  those  who  would  like 
to  contribute  to  some  of  these 
cau.ses. 

It  was  decided  that  Paul  Felt, 
student  coordinator,  should 
bring  the  problem  to  the  next 
staff  meeting  with  his  own  rec- 
ommendations on  it. 

The  possibility  of  holding 
study  classes  in  the  evenings 
with  the  purpose  of  “promoting 
academic  interest”  among  the 
students  was  discussed. 

It  was  suggested  that  seniors 
planning  to  go  into  specific  fields 
of  education  could  teach  the 
classes  and  pierhaps  receive' 
credit  for  it.

With  all  night 
phone  service,  “You  don’t  have  a 
university — you  have  a night 
club,”  declared  the  dean.

“Modern  jazz  has  reached  a 
point  of  stationary  popularity 
that  is  comparable  to  the  state 
of  classical  music,”  Stan  Ken- 
ton told  the  Daily  Universe  in  an 
exclusive  interview  Saturday. 


Kenton  pointed  out  the  fact 
that  modern  jazz  and  classical 
music  are  distinctive  types  of 
music  and  thus  appeal  to  a more 
limited  audience  than  popular 
music. 


He  continued  his  comparison 
between  jazz  and  classical 
music  to  include  the  fact  that 
the  background  and  study  nec- 


essary for  each  are  almost 
identical. 

He  believes  in  the  years  to 
come  there  will  be  about  the 
same  number  of  contemporary 
fans  as  there  are  now. 

He  described  his  own  music 
as  part  written  and  part  impro- 
vised. The  central  music  and  sec- 
tional scores  are  entirely  written, 
but  the  solo  numbers  are  entire- 
ly improvised  by  the  soloist.
